HEJDKLBERG, Aug. 13.—Brilliant light bands which took the form 


of a wreath running from west-northwest to east-southeast, were proT 
duced by Hie lull o£ a comet through which the earth passed last Mon>' 
day night, astronomers at the Kocnigshihl observatory announced last 
night. 
These liglit hands gradually faded from view with the approach
